Tim* seemed to ho a general 
agreement that to do this watt open tho gate* for tho Foreign Affairs Committee 
of tho House tmd the Foreign Relations Committee of tho SooaSo to involve them- 
selves in activities of the CIA. Most of the discussion was between the Ourimae 
and the Committee members and since it was a juri sdictiona l matter within toe 
Coagross, wo wore net asked lor »w provided an opportunity to edequateiy 
argue the mcrUt. ft was perfectly apparent, however, that the Committee 
wanted so part of any other Committees or inflate *c# from the Congress hoists 
directed toward CIA. A* a result, wo wore directed to start from scratch a«d 
draft our own early retirement legislation a ad whatever other accompanying 
persomte! action* would appropriately fit iato ouch legislation. Our Legislative 
people are sow working «» this night and day, tort I seriously doubt that we will 
be able to get favorable action fey the entire Ceagrees during this session, w# 
are, however# leaving no stone unturned to accomplish this and certainly to 
continue too momentum that we acquired today.
